THE WORLD OF EDUCATION 


by Deborah P. Smith 


The recent appointment of Ivette Alphonso to the Newark 
Board of Education provoked an emotionally charged backlash 
from several Black women in the community. Ivette Alphonso, 
a Hispanic, was appointed on an interim basis until the April 
election. She filled the seat vacated by Gladys Francis, 
a black woman who served a short hiatus but resigned due 
to a residency conflict. The current makeup of the Newark 
Board is 3 black males, 1 white male, 1 white female, 1 
Hispanic male and now 1 Hispanic female. 


Although Alphonso was unanimously supported by the Board, 
opposing speakers pointed out that despite the fact Newark 
has a large population of black women raising single-parent 
families, there are no black women sitting on the Board 
of Education. 


Central High School P.T.A. President Laura Baker, in a 
voice choked with anger, vehemently opposed the appointment 
and offered a slate of women she felt had the qualifications 
to serve the position. 


Central Ward Councilman George Branch, advocated the 
appointment of a Central Ward resident obviously unaware 
Ivette Alphonso has a Central Ward address. 


Soul-O-House Director Edna Thomas made an eloquent appeal 
on behalf of the appointment of a Black woman. Pointedly 
directing her words to Edgar Brown, Charles and Rev. Oliver 
Brown, the three Black men seated, Thomas quipped, "People 
forget the bridge that carried them. Males excluded Sojourner 
Truth who helped free many Black males." Paraphrasing 
Sojourner Truth, Thomas continued, "Didn't I carry you to 
freedom when nobody else would? How can you deny me 
by day and seek my bed at night? When you betray me, you 
betray yourself."

Despite the impassioned opposition, Fred Stetcher read 
the resolution which appointed Alphonso as interim Board 
member. 


Senior Board member Charles Bell footnoted the meeting 
by saying although the appointment is on an interim basis, 
the appointment of Alphonso would have a positive influence 
and give the Board a chance to carry on pressing business. 


Alphonso later responded, "I am a Central Ward resident 
and a woman of color. I hope my expertise will be helpful 
and I plan to keep working to improve the quality of education 
in Newark by helping make a cohesive Board." 


Alphonso currently works at New York University of 
Continuing Education where she trains teachers.

Her daughter will be placed in a private New 
York school. Her husband died over a year ago.

If you 
are 18 years or older you should be a registered voter — our 
destiny is tied to education and the exercise of our voting 
privileges. Millions of Blacks in Africa and South America, 
are fighting and dying for these same rights that we have 
.taken for granted and often refuse to exercise. 

"Every vote will count, the belief that your not somebody is 
disgusting and stupid. The census and voting registration are 
going to be our most important function during the eighties. 
How much welfare or senior citizens relief are due us hangs 
right in the balance of how many of us are counted in the cen- 
sus and registered to vote. Dollars will be less from the State 
and Federal Government if you sleep — remember no one* 
can hurt you nor can they abuse you because of the census or i 
registering to vote. i 

Civil Rights is slipping away from the Black people because ; 
in the last ten years we have begun to believe in a dream — 
that we had it made. . . the only thing in America that makes 
you equal to anyone else is your citizenship and the right to 
vote, to make a choice if you like or don't like. 

Vote for your choice, if you like a person and feel she or he 
should be your elected representative, then vote for them and 
try to help them for God sakes — don't try to destroy them 
with rumors. 

If your elected official is not doing what you think, talk to 
them behind closed doors and fine out whey they are not do- 
ing the things you think they should be doing. Remember 
this, but don't be mouthing off unless you are the registered 
voter or have taken part in the census drive.
